uſe, as the exce[s, nor ſhall my Paſſions ſo tranſport me, but that I will allwates remain in the power of Religion, and enlarge 
and enlarge the bounds of charity.

hnowledge their crime, thin he to forgive; and very ſenſible he was (even to a compaſſion) how many have beentranſported 
with the ſpec iaus pretences of ſome few of da and thoſe few perſons were driven to ſuch wiolences, and exorbitant attions, 
by the ſweetneſs which then ſucked from the roots and branches of other mens Eftates; and yet he doubted not, bur the face _ 
of the State will ſhortly reſume the ſaws beauty it formerly bad, and that God with a full hand will poure his graces upon ſo 
juſt a Government, aul 45 it was his deſire, ſo ſhould be his conſtant endeavonr, to place his I hrone upon the love of his Sub- 
jetta, and bis Subjects to place their happyneſs in the Wiſdom of their Repreſentatives, and the Legal Rule and Soveraign- 
ty of their Prince.
